T he HKillLY oonti'ovei'slal InterfM Equalization 
Tax Art pfoposed la.*t July by the late Pre*ident 
Kennedy, and which ha* virtually put a stop to the 
sale of Canadian investments in the U.S., ha* been 
approved in a watered-down state by the U.S. House 
Ways and Mean* Committee. 

' It is n<H by any means the last word, for the bill 
ha* now to go to Congress where It may come in for 
further revision, but It ha* at least topped the hurdle 
at which it was balked during President Kennedy’s 
lifetime. 

When the proposal was first made it was intended 
to impose a tax of 15 per cent on movement of all 
U.S. capital Into foreign securities—Aare* or bond*. 
Tha Canadian government at the time protested this 
strongly, because It would destroy a financing system 
(hit hM become more or less fundamentally essential 
through the cloae working of the two economics. 

The Kennedy administration then tempered the 
blow by excluding from the tax U.S. participation in 
new iicue* of Canadian stocks and bonds. This helped 
the situation only slightly because it meant that in 
any secondary marketing of these securities, tax would 
be payable. 

In ron.*equence few U.S. underwriting firm* would 
accept the risk of handling such unmarketable secur¬ 
ities. and for the past few months foreign financing 
In the U.S. has ground almost to a complete halt. 

What the Ways and Means Committee now sug¬ 
gests is that the exemption should also apply to all 
foreign firms that are 50 per cent or more U.S. owned, 
or those whose bond*] or shares are traded mainly in 
the U.S. 

ll is taken that this may exemp the shares of 
such famou.* Interllsted Canadian stocks as Interna¬ 
tional Nickel of Canada. Aluminium Ltd., Canadian 
Pacific Railway. Dwne Mine*. Pacific Petroleum and 
others which are traded on the big board of the New 
York Stork Exchange. 

It mav also exempt famous European firms such 
as Shell Transport, Royal IXrtch, Philips Lamps and 
Unilever. 

While the additionai exemptions must be re¬ 
garded as an alleviating step, the Ways and Means 
Committee's action has in no way restored the confi¬ 
dence of the big U.S. investment firms to handle for¬ 
eign underwritings. This situation will not change 
until Congress finally makes up Its mind to pass or 
reject the bill. 

That may lake months, and until .then big Cana¬ 
dian deals including the financing CMf hydro-power de¬ 
velopments on the Peace, the Columbia and the Ham¬ 
ilton Rivers, may be expected to hang fire.

Evrry year during the Chiietmaa 
shopping aeason my desk is buried 
under an avalanche of letters ask¬ 
ing me to recommend a good book 
on gardening. Obviously, from the 
tone of these letters, the writers have 
come up against the knotty prob¬ 
lem of what to buy as a Christmas 
gift for some hoe-happy friend or 
relative, and have aettled on the idea 
of a garden book. 

In the post, gaitlen hooks have 
been pretty expensive to buy. partly 
because the demand b limited in Com¬ 
parison to that of a popular novel, 
and parlJy because ' the prtxiuction 
of a garden book la an expensive 
business on account of the neccs- 
lary llluatrations and sketches. For 
example. Tourje’s Cametlia Culture 
sella for tll-90, EM>e Miles' The Won¬ 
derful Worid of Bulbs is priced at 
19. while the Royal Horticultural So- 
dety’a Dictionary of Gardening will 
set you back all of $40 ter the five- 
volume act. 

* * w 

Over the past year or two. though, 
some leally good paper-bound bo^s 
on gardening have made their appoai- 
ance selling for a dollar or leas. By 
aachewing fancy bindings and glossy 


paper, it ia now possible to put to¬ 
gether a really comprehensive garden 
library without straining the family 
budget. 

Oustandlng among these is the 
Permabook edition of A Complete 
Guide to Gardening by Montague 
Free, selling for SO cents. This is a 
big book, running to 440 pages, and 
the range of subjects is fantastic'- 
everything from leeks to landMaping 
and from houseplani tare to tree sur¬ 
gery- 

e * * 

I have long bem an admirer of 
Montague Free, for he ietimed his 
gardening the hard way as an appren¬ 
tice at the Royal Botanic Gardeas, 
Kew. Coming to America, he won 
his way to the position as Staff Hor¬ 
ticulturist to the Brooklyn Botanic 
Gardens. He haa many books (0 his 
credit, including an excellent volume 
on African violets, and he has an easy, 
informal style of writing whu^ 
makes reading a sheer delight. A 
Complete Guide to Gardening has an 
exreilent index, so It la no trick at 
all to turn up your particular prob 
Icm and find Mr. Free’s reemnmenda- 
tlons. 

Another worthwhile pocket book 
is Mliacle Gardening by Samm Sin- 


riair Baker, a Bantam edition priced 
at 3fV cents. This one is unique in 
that It picks up where other garden 
books leave off. describing all the 
newest development.* in gardening 
techniques and equipment, including 
ail the latest "mlrarie" chemicals, 
a - * * * 

The book tells all about chemicals 
which cause plants to grow abnorm¬ 
ally tall—a cabbage plant ten feet 
tall was grown under the influence 
of gibberellk- arid -and even newer 
formulations which will dwarf plants, 
making posalble houseplant ch^san- 
themums only g foot high. Other 
chemicals bring flowers into bloom 
three weeks ahead of their normal 
flowering dale, turn heavy, sticky 
clay into crumbly loam, (e^ plants 
thiough their leaves, kill weeds be¬ 
fore they sprout, and slow up the 
growth of glass and hedges so that 
only infrequent clipping ii necessarjN 
* * * 

The book has its faults; ft ia In- 
liexed only by chapters, which llmiti 
Ml use as a ready reference, and it 
fails to give the trade names undt-e 
which the new wonder chemicals sia 
.sold. Nevertheless. It is excellent value 
and deserves a place on every garden¬ 
er's bookshelf.
